I have read the fair and pains- 
taking report of the water com- 
mittee on which you request com- 
ment, I am a redent property 
owner and hence a taxpayer. In 
my opinion the less government 
gets into. business the better for 
ali taxpayers, Water service has 
been satisfactory to me. The rates 
of such a monopoly are regulated 
by state utility commissions. 
Stockholders who take the risix 
are entitled to a fair profit and 
private enterprise should not be 
displaced) by government. On pa- 
per we might get lower rates. 
Actually taxes would have to be 
higher to replace the lost corpor- 
ation tax. It costs more to collect 
more and with more in the treas- 
ury there is a human tendency to 
spend more. I am not convinced 
of the need of the town going 
into the water business.
